C. Grafton, formerly apostles of the 
church, who Sykes declares were -ex- 
communicated, aro among those who 
made complaint to the. police today. 
They have brought various charges, 
but especially that the' church hns 
caused separations In-several families.

"The Mexican government believes 
the time, has arrived to insist that 
the American government immedi- 
ately retire the new expedition of 
Boquillas ana abstain In the future 
from sending new forces into Mex- 
ico. In all events the Mexican gov- 
ernment, after having clearly mani- 
fested 
its ' inconformity 
with 
the 


passage of new troops to Mexican 
territory 
must 
consider this as. an 


act 
of 
invasion 
which in conse- 
quence will force us. toi defend our- 
selves ae-ainst any body of .American 
troops found within our country. 


"And In. respect to the American 


troops now in the state of Chihuahua 
as u conserjuence of the Columbus 
incident tho Mexican governmen" ia 
also compelled to insist on their re- 
tirement. 


"The Mexican government- .knows 
that In the face 
of 
the reluctance 


of the American government to re- 
tire its forces there remains to it 
no other reeuurse than to procure the 
defense of its territory by arms; but 
it also understands at the same time 
Its duty to avo^d as far as it is able 
an armed conflict between the two 
countries." 


The note 'further states:

NOTE'S REATj PURPORT. 


The concluding paragraphs of the 


note, embodying its real purport,' de- 
clare : 


"The Mexican government and the

know what to expect and wish Io be 
sure that the sentiments so often ex- 
pressed 
by 
the government of the 


United Slates really correspond to a' 
sincere desire for peace between the 
two countries: for a friendship which 
ought to exist not only In'the realm 
of declarations, but be crystallized' in 
fact. 


"The Mexican government now for-

SIR ERNEST SHACKT,ETON. WHOSE MESSAGE, TELLS 
ESCAPE. 


LONDON, June 1.—A further 


message 
received 
today 
from 


Lieutenant Sir Ernest Shacktetoji. 
the Antarctic explorer whose ar- 
rival at Port 
Stanley, tfalklnnd 


Islands, was made known yeator- 
day, Ehows that the expedition had 
a remarkable escape. 


After meeting with almost un- 


precedented weather in the early 
part of 1915 the lieutenant's ship 
El .Endurance, was : nipped .by 
great icebergs and 
afterwards 


foundered. 


Sir Ernest succeeded in getting 


off all his men and some.stores. 
Terrible privations were suffered. 
After a most hazardous journey 
the explorer reached Elephant 
Island. 
The scarcity of food be- 


came so serious that.he decided 
to leave the greater part of hla 
men while he set off for help. 
Rations for the men left behind 
were stored in a hole 
dug:, in . 


the ice. 
After a. journey of three WSRKH 


S;T Ernest reached OoutH Georgia 
Island. There he sought the as- 
sistance of whalun> for the rescue 
of the party on Elephant Island, 
but this proved to be Impossible 
owing to the prevalence of un- 
favorable weather conditions. The 
message says thera Is urgent 
need for help. 
In view of the information re- 


ceived from Lieutenant Shackle- 
ton the plans of the government 
for sending a 
relief 
expedition . 


from England will be abandoned 
and a whaler will be sent from 
the Falkland Islands to rescue the 
marooned men. 


After a careful examination of 
the text of Lieutenant Shackle- 
ton's original cable Sir Douglas 
Maweon, the explorer, said today: 


'•Instead of drifting until April 


5 of this year as has been sug- 
gested It Is quite plain the En- 
durance was stuck In the ice floes 
from March of last year until 
October 27, when the pressure be- 
came too great. The Endurance 
was crushed and sank 
on -the 
latter date In the middle of "Wed- 
dcll Sea. • Lieutenant Shackleton 
abandoned the sinking ship, drag- 
ging the whale boats and supplies 
on an Ice fioe, on which he con- 
tinued to drift until April 9 of this 
year. It appears that having at 
that time reached open water tha 
lieutenant and his companions 
launched a. whale boat and sailed 
for Elephant Island off tho South 


Shetland group, arriving there 
April 16. 


VThe lieutenant left twsnty-two 


men In an ice cnve and left with 
five others in an open boat for 
. South Georgia Island, where 
ho 


hoped tu meet whaling 
vessels 


and thus get 
Into 
touch 
with 


civilization. 
His -voyage 
from 


South Shetland to South Georgia, 
a distance of 900 miles, In an open 
twenty-two-foot boat 
amid 
ice, 


was a hazardous and remarkable 
feat, even for so .skilled a naviga- 
tor and seaman as Shackleton.

Shetland 
Islands 


are surrounded by floes at this • 
time of the year and it will not be 
easy to roach the men ' on Ele-

* to rescue them. 
"It is understood Australia ia

PEACE TALK NOT WELCOME. 


Developments of the last two days do not give 


much encouragement to the hope for peace. 
Premier Asquilh, of England has stated that no 
hint of terms of peace has been made that can 
be considered for a moment. Lord Cromeiy one 
of Bug-land's most influential and able states- 
men, is of the same opinion. It will be recalled 
that The TRIBUNE a few days ago pointed out 
that neither group of belligerents has given any 
evidence-of abandoning or modifying the objects 
for which it went to war and that therefore the 
opposing powers are as far from an arbitrative 
frame of mind as they were August 1, 1914. 
This does not lead us necessarily to the belief 
that early peace is impossible, but it reminds us 
that the nations have not altered their original 
ambitions and until they, do alter them peace 
overtures are out of .the question. - 


This situation is of peculiar interest-to the 


people of the United States because their chief 
executive has 
provoked unpleasant observa- 


tions among the entente allies by, his speech be- 
fore the league to Enforce Peace, and other 
public utterances, concerning his 'desire to be 
the first to initiate peace negotiations. 
British 


statesmen openly charge that President Wilson 
is trying to advance Germany's interests anc 
that he had no reasonable ground for assuming 
that the mention of peace proposal's by Germany 
in the last Sussex note made the present appro- 
priate for talking about ending the war. 


• A more regrettable development is the opin- 


"ion of the British press—and it appears to be 
reflected by Premier Asquith and Lord Cromer 
—that President Wilson is .attempting to employ 
belligerent Europe to .his personal political ad- 
vantage. • 'Lord Cromer goes farther and empha- 
sizes the result of this untimely interference. 


"It is more than doubtful," he says, "in spite 


of. the very friendly feelings entertained toward 
America and Americans generally, that the peo- 
ple of this country (Great Britain) would under 
any' circumstances welcome the idea that Presi- 
dent Wilson should assume the role of mediator. 


"As note has succeeded note, and speech has 


succeeded speech, the convention. has been 
steadily gaining ground that Mr. Wilson has 
wholly failed to .grasp the view entertained by 
the vast majority -of Englishmen in the cause 
for which we and bur allies are fighting." 


Of course it is not essential that in order to 


extend our good offices in restoring peace we 
should first understand the prevalent English 
•viewpoint; nor need we conclude that Lord 
Cromer is expressing the opinion of the vast 
majority of Englishmen. Lord Croiner is an 
able statesmen of the old conservative persua- 
sion, whose-early public career was in the army. 
He retired in the full flush of honor and recogni- 
tion for having rendered his country valuable 


. service, and. is now seventy-five years of age. 
We had.a pretty clear conception of his views 
without'a formal statement of: them, and> know 
there is a-great body of the English people who 
disagree with him. 


However, there is 
no gainsaying that the 


President of the United States has made a bad 
impression in England and among her allies. 
We wish there ha'd been some way to avoid the 
charge that our efforts toward peace were dic- 
tated from selfish personal motives of a political 
lefit!.:r. We are inclined to believe that Mr. Wil- 
son would have avoided placing himself in the 
position to be so accused had he been left to his 
own initiative. 
But Mr. Bryan, the most irre- 


sponsible evil genius of the present administra- 
tion, wishing to gain for himself some advantage 
that would serve him well in his Chautauqua 
lecturing, advised Mr. Wilson that the Demo- 
crats must make European peace a campaign 
issue this fall, and that if the President could 
win the honor of having ended the war it would 
be of great political 'advantage. Whether Mr. 


WHAT SHALL BE DONE>JN "MEXICO ? 
General Carranza's new note to the United 


States government asking for the withdrawal of 
the punitive expedition in Mexico, instead of be- 
ing a surprise, had been expected for several 
days. He had demanded several weeks ago, 
that the American troops get out of the.coun- 
try and it was well knowjrthat he would not ap- 
prove any agreement, verbal or otherwise, for 
their remaining south of the border. 


Carranza's demand.for an explanation for the 


continued presence of the Pershing expedition 
in Mexico is not as malevolently sarcastic as it 
appears to be at first glance. The people north 
of the Rio Grande also would like to know just 
why our men remain- in Mexico. Some twelve 
thousand troops are irregularly assembled at a 
point five hundred miles south of the border. 
They are doing nothing of any consequence, ex 
:ept to stand on the defensive against misce 
ianeous attacks from sniping Villistas and Car 
ranzistas.

The original purpose of the expedition—to ge 


Villa—has been abandoned, and the American 
a-oops are conducting a "glorious defensive. 
They are entrenched behind earthworks an 
barbed-wire entanglements and are ernployin^ 
all the other stage stuff of the "great defen 
sives" of Russia and France—with the exceptio 
of hand grenades and steel helmets. They ar 
doing nothing whatever to clear the horde 
country of the murderous outlaws who have at 
acked citizens and burned homes in Texas anc 
^Tew Mexico.

ust as well be halted and the army withdrawn 
t is costing us a lot financially and a lot in presr 
ige through giving the impression that our sol- 
iers actually are unable to accomplish what 
hey are sent to do. 


But all considerations of nation interests de- 


mand that the conditions which' manacle the 
army of intervention should be removed. It 
should be given authority to go ahead with the 
stern business of disciplining Mexican banditti, 
whether they are enrolled under the banner of 
Carranza or of Villa; they are all alike. If Car- 
ranza will cooperate it will not take long to. com- 
plete the task; if he does not it may take a little" 
longer, but we should not think of sneaking out 
of Mexico, defeated, before we have made the 
southern border of the United States absolutely 
safe for residence and business. Practically all 
American citizens have left Mexico—except the 
thousand or so in their grayes—-and it is time to 
get down to business or get out. 


This would bo the psychologVca 


time for Ex-Prceident Taft to mak 
observations not wholly unrelated to 
T. R. and his terrific effort to get 
there again, but we see how he rises 
above It.
